Frances Stevens Hall, and her two 
brothers, “Willie” and Henry Ste* 
vens, will be placed on trial charg­ 
ed With the mtirder of the

Edward Hall and Mrs. Eleanor R 
Mills, his ehoir-singer sweetheart 
near New Brunswick, four years

These reporters feel they have 
done thdir bit. They have kept the 
story out on page one off and on 
for weeks and weeks and now that 
the trial date is almost here there 
will be no keeping It off the front 
page. 
They have been 
running 
down this rumor and that for so 
long that they automatically 
in­ 
vestigate anything and all things 
that haVe to do with the case. 
It 
is even related that one of these 
reporters takes himself so serious­ 
ly that he has been behaving in the 
best accepted Sherlock Holmesian 
manner, going about these parts in 
various disguises and carrying up­ 
on hi» person a magnifying glass 
with which to examine the clews. 
For the most part, however, the 
reporters who are holding the fort, 
are making arrangements for and 
awaiting the arrival of the army 


of journalistic “trained seals,” star 
writers,

Four newspapers already

There won’t be a single tele­ 
graph instrument on the courtroom 
floor, which is on the second floor 
of the dazzling, marble . county 
courthouse. 
The press association 
wires will be on the floor belqw 
and the floor above and all

other “special” wires—scores . of 
them—will be in the 
basement. 
The basement is beginning to re­ 
semble the bottom of 
Madison 
square 
Garden during the last 
Democratic National Convention. 
“You fellows 
(the 
newspaper 
men) should have had the Sesqui- 
Centennial stadium for this trial,” 
said an attache of the court to this

European and other cotton con­ 
sumers are waiting to see how low 
cotton will go and the formation of 
finance corporations for the order­ 
ly mujketing of the surplus will 
have*e!*feet on them and will cause 
them to buy cotton immediately, 
whidn will run $p the price, it was 
predicted. 
The cotton wQuld be held by the 
finance corporation 18 to 20 mon­ 
ths and with the acreage reduc­ 
tion expected from the co-opera­ 
tion of the banks and others ad­ 
vancing money to farmers, it is 
believed the price would be great­ 
ly increased. 
The co-operation of 
the 
Ala­ 
bama Farm Bureau 
Cotton 
As­ 
sociation, which already 
has 
a 
large organization and which mark­ 
eted over 100,00(1 bales last year, 
was offered in handling the sur­ 
plus and in bringing about an 
acreage reduction.
